and counter @ttaecks with bricks, 
stench bombs and other missiles. 

The situation is regarded as be- 
coming grave by officials of the cab 
companies, one of whom stated that 
the business had fallen off about 25 
per cent in the last year owing to 
the fear of many persons, who would 
patronize taxicabs, of being injured. 

It appears that a “wrecking crew”’ 
is at work, especially against Yel- 
low cabs, union chauffeurs of which 
went on strike a year ago last New 
Year’s Eve, but cabs of other com- 
panies have also been attacked, the 
police believe in retaliation for at- 
tacks on Yellow cabs. 

Not only have missiles been 
thrown, but revolver shots have been 
fired into and at cabs during some 
of the fights, and the number of 
police assigned to the special serv- 


ice of catching the wreckers has 
been increased from time to time. 


Company President Complains. 


After Wednesday night’s outbreak 
the manager of the Yellow Motor 
Car: Co., which operates the Yellow 
cabs, gave the police an automobile 
license number, which, he said, was 
on the automobile from which 
stench bombs and steel! ball bearings 
were thrown into Yellow cabs. 

In a letter to Chief of Police 
O'Brien yesterday, L. W. Chil- 
dress, president of the Yellow Motor 
Car Co., inquired what action had 
been taken to arrest the owner of 
the car bearing that license number.

headed by George H. Burr & Co. 
bond brokers with offiées' in the 
‘Compton Building, with a bid of 
$2,529,251. The bonds will bear 4% 
per cent interest. 

Representatives of the successful 
| bidder declined to name other mem- 
‘bers of the syndicate. The bonds 
will be delivered on July 20, and will 
‘bear interest from that date. 
| Sale of the first block of bonds 
will enable speeding up of the bond 
program, as it meets a requirement 
that has prevented an active start 
on construction work—a _ charter 
provision that no appropriation 
measures for such projects may be 
passed until bonds are sold and the 
money is in the city treasury. 

Satisfaction Expressed. 

The Comptroller expressed satis- 
facction over the bids, declaring the 
sale a very favorable one, and an 
indication that municipal bonds of 
St. Louis are considered a good in- 
vestment by bond houses. Each of 
the 12 bids carried a premium, rang- 
ing from $3775 to $29,251 on the $2,- 
500000 issue. Fiscal officers of the 
city yesterday predicted the premium 
would be at least $10,000. 

Bids were received by the Comp- 
troller and President Neun, of the 
Board of Aldermen, acting Mayor in 
the absence of Mayor Kiel, who is 
ill. Approximately 75 representatives 
of bond houses and banks were pres- 
ent when the bids were opened. 

Fourteen St. Louis bond firms and 
banks were included in the 12 syn- 
dicates. 

The bonds are 20-year-serial-cou- 
pon type, and $435,000 of the issue 
will mature July 1, 1928. A part of 
the issue will mature each year 
thereafter for 15 years, the last of 
the issue falling due July 1, 1943. 
The program of the $87,372,500 issue 
provides for sale of part of the 
bonds each year for 10 years.

That Germany is completely 
at the mercy of France is proven by the inability

territory. Germany is incapable of anything but 
passive resistance. 

It is ridiculous to expect belief in the theory that 
any possibility of German attack would require 
1500 military airplanes, with ample trained per- 
sonnel, fully equipped fields and all the accessories 
of air warfare, or sufficient naval air craft to con- 
trol the Mediterranean and the English Channe!. 

Military air force and submarines are now the 
measures of military strength. The battleship is 
obsolete. When, therefore, France at the disarma- 
ment conference defeated the limitation of subma- 
rines and with other nations opposed the limita- 
tion of air craft there was only one conclusion to 
be reached: France wanted the opportunity to arm 
effeetually in the two branches of arms recognized 
as the true measure of military power. 

We do not believe that France wants to make war 
upon Britain or that Britain wants to make war 
upon France. Far from it. But France wants to 
work her will upon Germany and in Europe.\ From 
the existing situation the conclusion is inevitable 
that France is seeking the political and economic 
hegemony of Continental Europe through the sub- 
jection of Germany and the overawing or subsidiz- 
ing of other European Powers. France wants her 
military forces to support her diplomacy and to 
prevent interference with her plans to strike down 
Germany and gain supremacy in Europe. 

Great Britain is not in accord with French plans 
tc crush Germany and gain supremacy.

SOCRATES AND HIS PUPILS. 


OCRATES: I suppose you young men 
S nave been watching the easy triumph of 

Fordius in the Collier poll. 

Glaucon: Truly. He got almost as many 
votes as all the others combined. 

Socrates: Yes. That is, they closed the poll 
to keep him from getting more votes than all 
the others together. 

Polemarchus: How do you explain it? 

Socrates: It is not hard to explain. The mass 
of people know very few of the outstanding 
figures of our time. They usually do not know 
the men trying for the presidency. They do 
krrow Fordius. He is, easily the best-known 
American. 

Thrasymachus: You do not think the pref- 
erence expressed for him goes much beyond 
that. 

Socrates: No, Thrasymachus. I do not 
think: it means that there is a widespread con- 
fidence in any particular qualification possessed 
by Fordius. 

Glaucon: There usually isn’t with 
to any presidential candidate, is there? 

Socrates: I think not. Certainly this was 
not the consideration when Mr. Harding was 
nominated. He has been in the White House 
more than two years, but don’t you imagine 
we think of him less as President than as some- 
one who is holding the place for us untii we 
can find somebody? 

Glaucon. Undoubtedly. 

Socrates: The imminence of Fordius in the 
White House will serve to remind us of the 
great change that has come over our national 
politics. We were for a long time ruled by the 
aristocrats of our democracy. They came from 
us less than they came to us. Some of uor finest 
and ablest Presidents were of this sort. Pos- 
sibly none of them could have gone down into 
the masses and bested a man like Fordius or 
Bryanus for the presjdency, but they did not 
have to do that. 

Polemarchus: Gads. no! 

Socrates: It is not so now. We have a more 
consistent democracy. It is not a better dem- 
ocracy necessarily. We shall have to judge of 
that after we have observed the consequences 
longer. The presidential primary has made a 
tremendous difference. If Fordius got into the 
White House, he would have the presidential 
primary to thank. We would also have it to 
thank, but not with his gratitude. It is a de-

Commons today, Earl Beatty, ary 
miral of the Fleet, urged the ‘su-| 
preme importance of bushites a 
great drydock at Singapore, using 
for that purpose public funds total- 
ing more than $50,000,000. His ar- 
gument is described by one who 
heard him as a most brilliant expo- 
sition of defensive strategy. He ex- 
plained Singapore's advantages 
from the point of view of protect- 
ing the eastern portion of the Brit- 
ish empire.
